Tn  tli(;  meantime  what  was  Sir 
Charles  TupiJcr  doing  while  Sir  W. 
1-aurier  rtas  thus  advocating  Imper- 
ial  Federation  ? 

He  protested  without  losing  a  mom- 
ent. In  an  interview  with  a  Dail.v 
News  reporter,  on  June  2.")th.  1897, 
he  emplial  ically  condemned  this  pro- 
.ject,  whicli  Mr.  rhainl)erlain  declared 
since  to  be  eminently  diingerous. 

"I  have  no  faith  in  the  idea  foster- 
ed here  by  Sir  W.  Eaurier,  of  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  great  ImjH'rfal  Par- 
liament. It  is  a  plan  bound  lo  be  a 
failure.  A  few  ,\ears  ago  the  Tmi>er- 
ial  l-'cderation  T.engue,  which  cfim- 
pri.sed  such  men  nri  I.ord  Ho.sebery, 
the  Marquis  of  Hipon,  the  Hon.  I'hil- 
ippe  Slanhoi)e,  the  IJight  lion.  W.  TI. 
Smith,  and  several  others,  studied  the 
question  from  all  its  sides,  with  the 
exception  of  one  meuiber  only,  wo  un- 


anfmoiiMly  derided  that  the  idea  of  an 
lm|Htrial  Parliament  wan  out  uf  the 
question  in  practical  politics,  and 
I.ord  Hosebory  was  tho  echo  of*  our 
<lelibe.ral  ionH  at  a  ntoetinK  in  tho  Man- 
sion Ilouye.  There  are  two  Btronn; 
reasons  against  such  an  Iiiip«!rial 
Parliament  ; 

Firstly,  such  an  assembly  should  be 
iii\este(l  to  ijuposo  taxation  for  Im- 
perial purposes,  and  tonsoquen'ly  re- 
presentation should  ba  based  In  a  cer- 
tain measure  on  populatit)n.  This 
would  mean  that  in  a  few  years  Kng- 
lanil  s  voice  would  b«?  completely 
drowned  by  that  of  the  more  popul- 
I  oils  colonies.  England  shall  never 
!  submit  to  this. 

Secondly,  the  colonies  would  never 
I  consent  to  renoimce  tluMr  authority

I  power  in  the  hands  of  an  assembly 
I  distant  three  thousand  miles  or 
'  more."

Such  is  the  stand  taken  by  Sir  Char- 
les Tupper,  and  from  whit;h  he  has 
never  dcniated. 

Moreover,  it  is  the  stand  he  had 
taken  long  before,  when  the  Imperial 
Federation  League  wanted  to  make 
'n  <'anada  a  move  to  i)articipato  in 
the  'IVrritorial  and  Maritime  defence 
of  the  Empire. 

Sir  Charles  Tupper  had  refused  to 
lend  himself  to  that  movement  in 
spite  of  all  the  disagreements  which 
might  have  been  caused  him  becau«e  of 
this  hostile  attitude.  Tho  proof  is 
i  found  in  the  following  :

We 
have  expended,  in  addition  to  enorm- 
ous grants  of  land,  over  a  million 
pounds  sterliug  per  annum,  from  tlie 
first  hour  that  we  became  a  imiied 
country  down  to  the  present  diiy,  in 
con.slructing  a  great  Imperiul  liigh- 
wa.v  acrosB  Canada  from  ocean  to 
ocean,  not  only  furnishing  the  means 
for  the  expansion  of  trade  unci  the  de- 
velopment of  Canada,  but.  jjiovidinu 
means  of  inter-communication  nt  all 
neasons  between  the  diflferent  i>arts  of 
the  countr.v.  I^ouis  Kiel  nnd  a  mere 
handful  of  halfbreeds  were  able  to 
terrorize  the  whole  of  the  Northwest 
of  Canada  in  1870,  for  half  a  year, 
until  the  arrival  of  liord  Wol.seley, 
who  occupied  three  months  in  reach- 
ing that  place  after  the  spring  open- 
ed. I..ord  Wolseley  r-ould  now  per- 
form the  same  .iourne,v  within  two 
days.  On  the  last  occasion  In  which 
a  rising  occurred,  in  188.5,  but  ninet.v 
miles  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
remained  incompU^te. 

In  twenty-four  hours  4,000  men  had 
vohmte(>re^l  from  fvery  part  of  Cana- 
da to  go  at  once  to  the  Tsnrthwest, 
and  the  disturhaniN'  was  quelled  witii- 
out  calling  upon  tJiis  country  for  the 
slightest  assistance. 

Wo  have,  therefore,  not  only  i»ro- 
vided   the   means   of  intcr-communica- 


tton,  the  mentis  of  carrying  on  our 
trade  and  business,  and  ha\e  also  os- 
tablislied  a  great  imperial  highway, 
nhieh  Kngland  might  to-nvorrow  liml 
nuKst  o.ssential  for  the  nuiintenancu  of 
her  power  in  tlu!  east.  Not  oidy  has 
Canada  furnished  a  highway  across 
the  continent,  bui  il  has  brought 
Yol<oliama  three  weeks  nearer  to 
London  Hum  it  is  by  ilu;  .Suez  Canal. 
I  give  that  as  an  illustration  that 
there  are  other  means,  which,  in  my 
judgment,  nuvy  contribute  much  more 
to  Llie  increasing  strength  and  great- 
ness of  the  Empire,  than  any  contri- 
bution that  coulil  bo  levied  upon  any 
.)f  the  colonics.'

Bcfori!  approaching  Ui<'  question  of 
the  preferential  tarilT,  Sir  (Ihnrlt's 
says  :  "A  fi-w  years  ago  the  llnitefl 
fimpire  (lomnu-rcial  I-ejigue  wa'-  form- 
ed in  England.  Tho  object  of  ils 
nifvnbcrs  was  to  study  the  best  means 
to  unite  more,  clost'ly  tlm  (HfTcivnt 
parts  of  th<^  lOmpii-e.  I  was  a  mem- 
ber of  (he  Imperial  I'N-deral  ion  I  a'h- 
gue  and  when  I  realized  that,  the  idea 
Was  that  the  different,  parts  of  the 
Empire  should  contributi,'  directly  to- 
wards maiiiLaining  the  army  and  tJio 
navy,  1  oppost^i.  stating  that  in  .  v 
opinion  this  stc^i  woiild  tend  to  di.s- 
join  the  dilTerent  parts  of  the,  Empiro 
rather  than  unite  them.  Anyone 
wishing  to  know  my  exa«"t  \  ie.w  at 
that  time  will  liml  it,  clearly  stated 
in  an  article  on  the  Unity  of  the  lOm- 
pire,  published  in  tlie  Nineteentli  i\'U- 
tiM'y,  whicli  \\as  discussed  fui'  some 
six   mouths.

"Und(>r  these;  regulations,  for  ihtt 
maintenanc(>  of  the  army  and  the 
nav.v,  w*>  would  havfi  to  pa.v  this 
year  about  Mi  millions,  which  is  one- 
quiirfer  of  the  total  co.st  of  the  nrm.v 
and  nav.v.  Such  is  the)  policy  of  Sir 
W.  Eaiirier. 

"I  l>eliev<>  i*,  is  quite  unnecessar.v  to 
lose  an.v  morn  time  on  this  subject. 

"Any  man  who  has  a  head  on  his 
shoulders  will  at  once  see  that  this 
polic,v  means  the  giving  up  of  our 
liberties — and  our  affairs  administer- 
t(l  by  a  jiermanent  sitting  in  l^on- 
don."

Being  only   one-half  of  the  combined 
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population  of  £^gland  and  Canada, 
we  would  accordingly  have  to  pay 
half  tho  taxcfl. 

XJnrkn-  this  regulation,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  army  and  navy,  we 
would  have  to  pay  this  year  about 
4(5  million,  representing  ono-quarter 
of  tho  total  cost  of  tho  army  and 
navy.

Tho  ImiH'rial  Federation  Ix'aguo,  or 
rather  the  Hritish  Empire  l.<'agMe,  as 
it  now  (li.sgui.s<«  itself,  held  its  loytil 
uiiH'tings  in  the  Parliairnait  buildings, 
at  Ottawa,  on  March  ITith,  HXIO.  As 
might  liave  iKN'ti  expected  under  (he 
circumstances,  there  was  a  large 
crowd  priesejit,  ami  gn>al  competition 
of  loyally. 

The  questions  rai.s<»«i  wtTe  not  all 
new.  Many  were  old  and  man.v  were 
academic. 

How<r\'er,  so  nuvny  events  have 
taken  place  this  year  that  the  ex- 
pression of  the  opinion  of  this  asso- 
ciat'ion,  so  overllovving  with  patriot- 
ism, on  the  role  created  for  Canafia 
by  the  precedent  establlshe<l  by  the 
sending  off  of  the  Transvaal  contin- 
gent, might  w<ll  iiave  been  exi)ecto<l. 
We  must  now  admit  that  the  prtoc«^ 
dent  now  exists,  sincv  the  minisforial 
party,  by  its  vote  on  tht!  Ilourassa 
motion,  has  cancelled  from  the  ordcr- 
in-council  the  protect iv('  clause  insert- 
ed by  Hon.  Mr.  Tarte,  and  thereby 
det'ret'ing  that  th^To  is  no  rem^rvc  to 
be  made. 

Tlie  president  of  the  British  Empire 
Eeaguo  det^u'ted  th(i  ivsponsihilitics 
to  1)0  incurred  by  (Canada  in  the  fu- 
ture as  follows  : 

'"llm  League  hoi>efi  Ihat  tho  Hov- 
ernment  shall  at  oncn  take  measures 
to  improve  the  miliUiry  standing  of 
tho  country,  not  only  in  respect  to 
the  nmnb<!r  of  available  troop.s,  but 
also  in  respect  to  the  (xpiipment,  in- 
struction, organization,  in  such  a 
Way  that  wo  could,  in  cas<!  wo  need, 
take  our  full  share  in  tho  defence  of 
the  interests  of  the  Empire."

"Then  we  shall  have  to  defend  not 
only  tho  integrity  of  the  Empire,  but 
also  the  interests  of  the  Empire." 

How  much  ground  covered  in  bo  lit- 
tle time  !     But  it  is  not  all. 

"Canada  should  ba  provided  with 
the  best  modern  war  material-  We 
should  establish  a  manufacture  of 
war  implements,  afford  to  offlcors 
means  to  keep  abreast  and  be  fami- 
liar with  the  modern  tactics,  havo 
enormous  quantities  of  ammunition 
in  store." 

Well,  what  about  monty  ?  But  it 
is  not  all  yet. 

"Canada  should  provide  for  pen- 
sions for  itB  woiinded  and  orphans, 
and  raise  a  worthy  monument,  in  its 
capital,  to  tlie  memory  of  those  who 
have  fallen   in  Africa." 

And   the  bill  still   increases. 

Lastly — "It  is  cssi'ntial  that  Cana- 
da should  organize  a  naval  n>servo  at 
once,  to  participate  to  tlie  mainten- 
ance of  England's  naval  supremacy, 
which  is  thr(>ateiio<l  by  the  inc4'«sant 
armanuHits  of  the  nations  which  are 
its  rivals." 

This  tho  bill  \\»liich  Imperialism 
would  have  to  fot)t. 

It  Was  formerly  considered  good 
form  to  smile  when  the  auguries  of 
Imperial  P'ederation  yearly  presented 
the  list  of  .their   "desiderata." 

It  was  enough  to  smile,  without 
taking  Uie  trouble  to  object,  as  it 
was  then  tiiought  that  realizations 
of  such  plans  would  never  happd^i. 
W(!ll,  that  tinu!  has  come.  We  are  in 
th(«  midst  of  it  and  we  should  get 
prepare<l  accordingly. 

What  luis  just  been  said  is  the  con- 
clusion of  Col.  Dennison's  report, 
whicii  report  has  been  approved  by 
the  represent atives  of  the  (Jovernment 
prf'fent  at  the  time. 

The  Hon.  Mr  Mulock,  representing 
tho  (Jovernment  at  the  miH»ting,  se- 
conded the  adoption  of  tho  report, 
T)roclaiming  at  the  same  time  that 
the  time  wi.s  past  when  Imperial 
F'ederat.ion  could  only  be  regarded  as 
an  empty  dn'am.

'■'Ihere  exists  a  great  deal  of  mis- 
conception in  the  country  regarding 
t'lc  powers  of  the  governnient  in  the 
present  case,"   said  Sir  Wilfrid. 

"As  I  understand  the  Militia  Act, 
and  I  may  say  that  I  have  given  it 
some  study  of  late,  our  volunteers  are  ' 
enrolled  to  be  used  in  the  defence  of 
th.i  Dominion.  They  are  Canadian 
trooi)s,  to  be  used  to  fight  in  Canada's 
defence.  Perhaps  the  mgst  wide- 
spread misapprehension  is  that  they 
cannot  Jbe  sent  out  of  Canada.  To  my 
mind  it  is  cletvr  that  cases  might 
arise  when  they  might  be  sent  to  a 
foreign  land  1?o  fight.  To  postulate  a 
case.  Sui)pose  that  Spain  w^ould  de- 
clare war  upon  Great  Britain.  Spain 
has,  or  had,  o  navy,  and  that  navy 
might  be  being  got  ready  to  assail 
( anada  as  part  of  the  Empire.  Some- 
times the  best  method  of  defend  i.ig 
oneself  is  to  attack,  and  in  that  case 
Canadian  soldiers  might  certainly  be 
sent  to  Spain,  and  it  is  quite  certain 
that  they  legally  might  be  so  des- 
patched to  the  Iberian  Peninsula. 
'I'he  case  of  the  South  African  Repub- 
lic is  not  analogous.  There  is  no 
menace  to  Canada,  and  although  we 
are  willing  to  contribute  troops,  I 
do  not  see  how  we  can  do  so.  Then 
ai  ■  how  could  we  do  so  without 
r  .  lent's  granting  us  the  money? 
V  .'•;  -ily  ?ould  not  do  anything.  In 
ot  wori.s  we  should  have  to  sum- 
mon r'arliament.  The  Government  of 
Canada  is  restricted  in  its  powers.  It 
is  refipon.S'ible  to  Parliament,  and  it 
can  do  very  little  without  the  per- 
m  ssion  af  Parliament.  There  is  no 
doubt  as  to  the  attitude  of  the  Gov- 
ernment on  all  questions  that  mean 
menace  to  British  interests,  but  in 
this,  present  case  our  limitations  are 
defined.         And  so   it   is

taken.  My  hon.  friend  is  opposed  to 
the  war;  he  thinks  it  is  unjust.  I  do 
not  blame  him  for  holdinf:  this  view. 
We  arc  a  Hrilish  coinUry  and  a  free 
C'lUntry,  and  every  man  in  it  has  the 
right  to  exjirews  his  of)inion.  My  lu)ii. 
friend  has  the  same  rinht  to  believe 
t>at  the  War  is  un.juvsi  that  Mr.  John 
Morley,  Mr.  Courtney  and  many  other 
l-iixjrals  in  Kngland  hii\e  to  hol«l  tiie 
uame   belief. 

But  if  my  hon.  frlrrul  is  of  opinion 
that  the  wur  is  uiiiusi  .  for  my  pert  I 
0111  just  as  fully  convinced  in  my 
heart,  and  consciencf  tlii>. t  there  never 
was  a  juster  war  on  tJie  part  of 
tlreat  Britain  than  Hint  war.  I  am 
fully  convinced  that  there  n<^ver  was 
a  more  unjust  war  on  I  hi^  Dart  of  any 
Mian  than  tlie  war  th.ii  is  now  being 
•  itrried  on  liy  }'residen(  Kruger  and 
the  peoph'  of  the  Transvaal.  I  have 
not  the  slight<'st  hesitation  in  saying 
this.

Well,  Sir,  the  fact  i«  that  no- 
body saw  that  resolution  except  the 
hon.  leader  of  the  Opposition,  who 
received  it  from  me  after  it  had  been 
adojited  by  council. 

No  sir,  we  were  not  forced  by  Mr. 
Ci.amberlain,  or  by  Downing  Street, 
and  I  cannot  conceive  what  my  hon- 
orable friend  meant,  when  he  said 
that  the  future  of  this  country  was 
nf.t  to  he  pledgefl  by  this  government. 
When  and  where  did  we  pledge  the 
future  of  this  country?  We  acted  in 
Mie  full  independence  of  our  sovereign 
power.  What  we  did,  we  did  of  our 
own  free  will,  but  I  am  not  to  ans- 
wer for  the  consecpiences  or  for  what 
will  take  place  in  the  future.

But  there  is  no  occa- 
sion to  examine  this  contingency  this 
day. 

".\nd  did  we  do  anything  wrong, 
after  all,  and  can  my  hon.  friend 
complain  of  our  action  when  we  sim- 
ply put  it  in  the  jiower  of  theee 
young  men  who  wanted  to  go  aad 
give  their  lives  in  order  to  promote 
what  was  to  them  a  sacred  cause,  to 
go  to  t.he  front?  Mr.  Speaker,  it 
seems  t<i  me  that  if  ever  th»^re  was  an 
occasion   when   we   should   have     no 
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voice  of  dissent  in  this  House,  it  i» 
the  present  occasion. 

"I  greatly  admired  the  speech  of 
my  hon.  friend,  though  I  am  far  from 
sharing  his  views.  But  I  call  upon 
him  to  remember  that  he  belongs  to 
a  patriotic  family,  as  he  said  to  us 
t«>-day. 

"I  call  upon  him  to  remeiuber 
that  the  liberties  which  wo  I'lijoy  are 
largely  due  to  his  own  family.  But 
if  we  have  liberties  on  one  side  would 
he  not  accept  some  duties  on  the 
other  side?  Would  lie  not  accept 
sf)me  obligations  on  the  other  side? 
Shall  the  sacrifice  bt;  all  on  one  side 
ivnd  none  on  the  other?  The  obliga- 
tions all  on  one  side  and  none  on  the 
other? 

"We  were  not\ compelled  to  do  what/ 
we  did;  but  if  we  chose  to  be  gfiier- 
r,us.  to  do  a  little  more  than  we  are 
bound  to  do,  whore  is  the  man  li\ing 
who  would  find  fault  with  us  for 
that  action?"

It  is  truly  deplorable  that  the  hi.s-  i  here, 
tory  of  our  country  should  be  .so  lit- 
tle known.  One  century  and  a  half 
of  frank  and  unflinching  loyalty  to 
tl.'e  British  Crown  should  be  sufficient 
to  convince- our  brother  countrymen 
of  English  origin  of  our  love  towards 
ihv  flag  which  shelters  us. 

Tlie  loyalty  of  the  French  Canadian 
bit-hops  and  priests!  Why,  it  is 
written  in  golden  letters,  in  lines  of 
fro,  1  tlie  annals  of  history,  anti  all 
the  sovereigns.  all  tlieir  representa- 
tives who  have  followed  each     other 


since  the  cession  of 
Canada  to  England,  all  the 
them  have  rendered  them 

.solemn  and  cardial  testimonials  in 
(i'.at  resi)ect,  even  those  with  whom 
there  had  to  be  legal  struggles  for 
the  defence  of  most  legitiniat«  rights. 
Shall  I  here  recall  the  memory  of 
Mgr.  Briand,  who  occupied  the  epis- 
eoi)al  seat  of  Quebec  at  the  turning 
I'f.int  in  the  liistory  of  the  "Nouvelle 
I""rance."  Lining  alternately  imder 
tile  "(leur  de  lis"  standard  and  the 
British  flag,  he  remained  loyal   to  the 
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first  of  these  until,  on  the  plains  of 
Abraham  all  was  lost  but  honor, 
then  generously  transferring  his  loy- 
alty to  the  second,  he  used  his  in- 
fluence to  the  utmost  In  those  terril»le 
days  of  1775,  urging  French  Canada 
to  be  faithfid  to  its  new  nuisters? 
And  yet  it  can  well  be  imagiM«>d  how 
strong  was  tlie  temi>tation  to  these 
children  of  Fran«e  in  Ann-rica,  to 
throw  in  their  lot  witli  that  of  the  ; 
Now  Fngland  inhabitants  who  were  , 
lesF  scrupulous  and  less  Icjyal  than 
thest*- — and  it  might  be  added — loss 
ill  treated  and  more  easily  forgiven 
their  real  and  efhcacious  rebellion, 
than  we  lue  to-day  for  an  inuiginary 
ciisloyalty.  If  the  Catholic  emissaries 
of  tJu*  United  States;  if  tlie  Warm  ap-  | 
peal  of  t  he  P'rench  ofTicers  who  were 
then  Ker\  ing  the  cause  of  American 
invle|>endence  could  not  prevail 
against  their  assistance  of  the  Cana- 
dians, it  is  becatise  the  loud  voice  of 
the  chief  of  the  church  at  Quebec,  afv- 
pealing  on  the  ground  of  the  .sacred 
princijiles  of  resper-t  flue  to  the  reign- 
nig  authority  and  stigmatizing  with 
the  name  of  the  rebel  those  who  ans- 
wered the  co,ll,  opposed  to  revolution 
an  unpassable  barrier. 

And  England,  already  deprived  of 
lli>-  richer  i)ortion  of  its  American 
heirloom,  owed  to  a  French  bishop 
that  Canada  w^as  retained  as  one  of 
the  most  precious  jewels  of  the  Im- 
perial Crown.

1  might  still  go  on — if  would  not 
by  brief — and  recall  acts  of  Mgr.  Den- 
nant,  w^hose  loyalty  to  England  took 
t!;e  form  of  heroic  generosity,  also 
\  Mgr.  Plessis,  who  in  1807,  reminded 
^  the  faithful  of  his  diocese  that  it 
was  impossibli!  to  be  a  good  Chris- 
i\ian  without  being  loyal  and  faithful 
'and"  that  they  would  be  unworthy 
of  the  names  of  Catholics  and  Cana- 
dians if  they  showed  disloyalty  or 
evei:  indifference  in  the  accomplish- 
menis  of  their  duties  as  subjects 
loyal  to  the  interests  of  their  Sover- 
eign (T  to  the  defence  of  the  coun- 
try." This  illustrious  prelate  in 
1812  entirely  devoted  him. self  to  keep 
the  Canadians  loyal  to  British  alleg- 
iance and  succeeded  in  doing  so.  The 
same,  stand  was  taken  by  Mgr.  Panet, 
the  iftutenxal  uncle  of  tlie  lamented 
Cardinal  l^ischfrnu. 

Then  during  the  regrettable  days  of 
J.S37-38   we  see   Mgr.   J,.    Legray.      in 
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Quebec,  and  one  of  your  predecessors, 
Mgr.  LnTteguo,  in  Montreal,  who  in- 
tervene in  the  name  of  religion  to 
appease  the  fratricide  struggles;  this 
act  of  loyalty  often  brought  them 
bitter  words  of  reproach  from  some 
o(  their  countrymen  but  it  was  a 
duty  c<msidered  sacred  and  they  ac- 
comjilished  it,  despite  all  the  other 
considerat  ions. 

I..ater  we  have  Mgr.  Baillargean, 
who  shows  the  same  line  of  conduct 
t<»  the  members  of  his  fold  at  the 
time  of  the  Fenian  invasion,  and 
also  Mgr.  Taclie,  who  at  a  very  criti- 
cal moment,  pacifies  his  half  breeds 
and  keeps  them  loyal  to  Kngland. 

And  if  dared  to  quote  myself,  I 
could  repeat  what  I  said  in  France, 
in  the  cathedral  of  Rheims  during  tlio 
great  solemnization  of  the  14th  an- 
niversary of  the  conversion  of  Clovis 
and  his  frank  warriors,  that  while 
still  having  great  a.ffection  for  our 
late  Mother  Country  we  were  happy 
to  live  under  the  shelter  of  the  Bri- 
tish flag  and  that  we  were  inhabi- 
ttnts  of  one  of  the  freest  countries  of 
the  globe. 

As  may  be  seen,  history  has  re- 
pfati  itself  since  the  cession  of  Ca- 
nada up  to  our  (hvys  and  it  will 
again  repeat  itself  as  long  as  there 
i'j  a  Catholic  bishop  in  Canada.  Our 
good  friends  seem  to  sometimes  for- 
got that  loyalty  for  children  of  our 
church  is  not  a  matter  of  sentiment 
or  of  personal  interest,  but  it  is  a 
serious  and  unyielding  duty  of  the 
ct)nscT?nce  derived  from  a  sacred  prin- 
ciple, ininovable  and  as  everlasting 
as  the  Divine  T^cgislator. 

Tjet  them  therefore  be  ea.sy  in  mind 
as  to  the  attitude  of  the  Catholic 
clergy  in  such  cases;  the  past  has 
been  unflinching,  the  future  shall  be 
eriually  so,  for  our  Catholic  principles 
do  not  change. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  T  do  not  hesi- 
tate to  state  that  even  among  the 
highest  English  aristocracy,  it  would 
rn  t  be  possible  to  find  a  body  of  men 
more  loyal  to  tha  British  Crown  than 
the  clergy  of  the  province  of  Quebec.

Fifty  Maxina  guns,  200  set  of  har- 
ness for  dray  horses. 

400  sets  of  saddles  for  cavalry. 

These  cost  $100  a  set. 

Where  as  they  could  be  had  there 
for  §40. 

And  fifty-nine  thousand  dollars  for 
the  harnass  alone. 

Why  should  these  harnesses  be 
bought  abroad  ? 

Kverytliing  for  the  others,  nothing 
for  you. 

Why  did  the  Tup[)er  Government, 
who  expostulates  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  by  the  Canadian  industry 
from  the  protection  ])olicy,  buy  S165,- 
000  worth  of  harness  in  England,  in- 
stead of  ordering  them  from  Canadi- 
an saddlers?

This  is   utterly  false. 

Hen.  follows  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Hetherington.  written  eiglit  da.\s  af- 
ter the  mti'liiig  in  qufsiion,  on  Nov. 
'20ih,  1.S!)<),  (latiy  (U'U.ving  the 
charges  made  against  liiiii  : 

"From  the  i)oiiit  of  svlf-respect,  I 
mu«L  di-c-lare  tlial  I  am  so  opposed  to 
any  agitation  of  a  religious  or  lui- 
tional  nature  in  Canadian  politics 
that  I  believe  my  duty  to  deru)unce 
such  an  agitation  in  all  i)olilical 
meetings  which  I  have  addressed.  I 
have  alwa.xs  carefull.v  a\c)idefl  to  use 
words  which  could  be.  misconstrued 
as  attacks  on  the  religious  beliefs  of 
any  of  the  hearei'.i  or  any  oilier  citi- 
zen. I  hav('  often  addj'i'ssed  uH^etings 
where  a  good  jtroportion  was  com- 
l)os»'(l  of  Catholics,  and  if  the  (Jovern- 
ment  papers  can  find  in  the  counlie,s 
of  King  and  Sunhtirx  ,\  single  Cath- 
olic who  can  say  tluit  1  have  in  any 
Way  attacked  the  Catholic  religion,  I 
shall  retire  from  active  politics.  T 
can  say  eveti  more;  I  am  willing  to 
deliver  the  same  spcHMlu-s  before  an 
Acaflian  audience  that  1  di^livered  in 
Brupsw  ick.  and  if  the  Ai'adia,ns  can 
say  that,  I  ..pcefer  insults  towards 
their  race   (unless   they  should  consid- 
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er  Laurier  and  Tartc  having  the  only 
trire  French  patriotism)  I  will  con- 
sent at  the  i»ext  election  to  vote  for 
the  Government. 

"I  can  assert  that  there  is  neither 
religious  or  national  controversies  in 
the  county  of  Queens  as  far  as  the 
Liberal-Conservative  party  is  con- 
cerned . 

"And  the  only  agitation  now  exist- 
ing rests  only  on  the  misleading 
hopes  of  the  (lovcrnment  parti zans 
who  want  to  give  more  emi)hasis  to 
the  anti-Pr^tcstant  and  anti-English 
campaign  Iwl  by  Mr.  Tarte,  in  Quiv 
bee;  as  this  campaign  caimat  have 
much  effect,  we  do  not  need  to  have 
recourse  to  such  dftsperate  expedients 
as  those  used  by  the  Govornment.  A 
drowning  man  clings  to  a  straw,  abd 
a  Government  which  is  going  to  dis- 
appear uses  means,  to  retain  the 
power,  which  ar  worthy  of  the  Am- 
erican Yellow  Pi    ^s." 

Speaking  at  a  meeting  in  Queens 
•County  sliortly  after  the  incident,  Mr. 
Hetherington  emphatically  denied  all 
^vhat  had  been  said  against  him.  A 
local  paper  reports  as  follows  : 

"Speaking  o"  affidavits  now  famous 
<('V  rather  infamous)"  Mr.  Hethering- 
ton says  that  they  are  absolutely 
false.  He  was  given  to  understand 
lliat  those  sworn  statemen/ls  had  been 
sent  to  Qiiebec;  they  were  l)eing  dis- 
tributed widely  among  tlie  public  so 
as  to  work  up  a  propaganda  in  favor 
of  Mr.  Tarle.  It  was  thought  safer 
»t(tt  to  distribute  these  depositions 
throughout  our  i)rovince,  as  all  those 
who  knov^r  the  parties  who  {dgned 
tliem.  or  the  magistrate  who  swore 
them  in,  would  not  pay  any  atten- 
tion to  them. 

"It  was  hoped  that  they  would 
li.we  more  weight  before  strangers. 
Mr.  Hetherington  declared  that  those 
who  v^rant  to  arour^e  feelings  and 
prejudices  of  race  and  of  religion  in 
t'«  country,  were  all  i)artisans  of 
th(!  Government,  that  Mr.  Tarte  speci- 
aiJy  was  trying  to  arouse  a  war  of 
race  and  religion  in  Quebec  for  poli- 
t'ca'  purposes.  As  to  liimself,  Mr. 
1  ietherington  never  said  that  a  de- 
scendant of  Frencii  blood  should  nev- 
er have  been  Canada's  Prin\e  Minis- 
ter " 

This  is  what  Mr.  Hetherington  de- 
clared at  a  political  meeting,  and 
many  of  the  audience  had  lieard  Mr. 
Ilctherimgton  in  previous  meetings, 
aiid  could  fully  understand  that  he 
meant  what  he  said. 


Here  follows  an  afHdavit,  signed  h^J 
eight  electors,  and  which  reads: — 

"We,  the  undersigned  elecjbors  in  I 
ijio  Parish  of  Brunswick,  Queen'sl 
county,'  after  being  sworn  in  declare| 
as  follows: — 

"That  we  were  present  at  the  meet-jj 
ing:  called  for  the  purpose  of  organ-J 
izing  the  election,  and  have  heard/ 
sj-Meches  delivered  by  Ilorton  B.  Heth- 
erington and  I..  P.  D.  Tiiley  on  ih.' 
evening  of  November  11th,  1899. 

"To  the  best  of  our  knowledge  annjl 
of  our  conscience,  Horton  B.  Hethpr-I 
ington  has  never  attacked  the  Romanj 
Catholic  church  of  religion. 

"Ilorton  B.  Hetherington  has  in  m 
way  whatever  attacked  the  Frencij 
Canadian  race. 

•  Horton  B.  Hetherington  did  iic: 
.■■•ay  that  the  Liberal  Conservative 
pui  ty  proposed  to  make  the  nex| 
ele<"tions  on  questions  of  Protestant 
or  Catholic  religion. 

"We  are  members  of  the  club  boai 
ing  the  name  of  G.  E.  Foster,  and 
this   club  no  religious   questions     iirj 
discussed.      There    is    no   anti-Catlml 
agitation.

aside  from  those  rifts  and  differences 
which  must  exist  in  this  country  to 
a  large  extent,  and  which  it  is  im- 
possible to  eradicate — I  say  that  out- 
side of  those,  it  is  a  lesson  tliat  we 
cuiinot  learn  too  soon  and  inculcate 
loo  widely,  that  we  must  be  cliarit- 
able  to  each  other's  point  of  view, 
and  endeavor  to  discover  tlie  excel- 
l('/iii('s  in  each  rather  than  the  defici- 
eiiCies.  Your  Knglisiunan,  Irisluiian 
and  Scotchman — eadi  has  his  faults. 
Anil   so   has  your   P'renchnuin.  But 

i'»cry  nationality  has  its  ex.ii'llencies, 
and  we  would  have  a  hard  time  get- 
tinji  along  in  the  world  it  we  were 
siuijily  to  look  at  the  faults  and  ex- 
aggerate them,  and  not  give  due 
croflit  to  the  excellencies. 

It  is  impossible  absolutely  to  i)re- 
vent  in  political  lifo  some  little  coin- 
ing to  the  surface  of  this  friction  of 
race  and  creed  in  this  country.  But 
if  Ministers  of  the  Crown  drag  in 
these  caiises  of  friction  by  the  htels 
at  every  opportunity  and  accentuate 
them,  if  from  their  high  and  leading 
position  they  inflame  those  prejudices, 
what  is  to  become  of  the  unity  of 
this  country,  and  the  harmony  be- 
twt<'n  its  two  dominant  races  ?  I  am 
not  here  as  sjionsor  for  the  French 
people,  but  I  believe  that  this  is  ab- 
solutely true,  that  if  you  wore  to 
take  the  vott;  of  the  French  people  in 


this  country  to-day,  if  you  were  to 
give  them  the  absolute  and  speedy 
choice  of  transferring  themselves  to  a 
colonial  position  under  the  colonial 
administration  of  PYance  as  it  is  to- 
day, or  remain  as  they  are  now, 
there  is  not  an  intcUigsnt  Frenchman 
in  the  Dominion  who  would  nuikc  the 
transfer. 

I  think  that  is  a  statement  which 
Cannot  be  controverted.  1  believe 
that  is  a  truth  upon  which  we  can 
build  up  a  people  in  a  fair  and  good 
working  union.  I  believe  it  is  some- 
thing which  stands  like  the  ages  and 
will  always  stand.  Before  I  came  to 
this  I'arlian»ent  1  had  very  little  com- 
nierce  wiiv>  French-Canadians  of  any 
class.  But  sinc«>  I  have  come  to  this 
Parliament  I  have  become  acquainted 
Avith  the  PVench  people,  I  have  ming- 
led with  them  as  colleagui»s  and  hon- 
ourable oppr,ments,  and  I  know  them 
better  and  (;,,.^preciate  them  more  than 
when  I  kne>vr  comparatively  nothing 
of  them.  All  Ibe  attrition  of  com- 
merce, social  intercourse  and  politi- 
cal intercourst,  sujH;radded  to  that 
principle  I  spoke  of  before,  will  make 
of  us,  not  a  jn'oplo  who  will  all  have 
the  same  lannuaf'-o  and  religion,  but 
a  people  of  two  languages  and  orig- 
iius,  each,  howevfir,  good  citizens  anfl 
vieiuf^  with  each  other  in  furthering 
the  progress  of  the  country. 
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
